1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
Terminal Disclaimer filed on June 04, 2004, the previous rejection on claims 1-3 and 5- 
12 overclaims 1-3, 7-9 and 11-13 of U.S. Pat. No. 6,387,587 is hereby withdrawn. 
Also, as previously indicated in Paragraph 3 of the last office action (which was mailed
